SENATOR GRAY
HAS ACCEPTED

Will B¢ a Mcmber of
McKinley's Peace
Commission.

THE BODY NOW COMPLETE

Benator Gray Reconsiders the Ques-
tion and Accepts—Democrats Giv-
en Representation—Mr, Gray May
Resign from the Anglo-American
Commission—His Views on For-
eign Questions—Regarded as an
Anti-Expansionist,

Wilmingion, Del,, Hopt, 9 —<Scnutor
Gray after previously notifying Pres-
fdent McKinley that he must decline
the appointment as one of the come
missioners to arrange the terms of
peace hetween this country and Spain
decided today to accept the honor.
His declination, which was made on
Wednesday, was followed Dby a wvisit
from Asusistant Secretnry of State
John Basectt Moore, hims=elf a native
of Delaware, who will accompany the
commission to Paris as secretary and
counsgel, Mr, Moore came to this city
yvesterday at the request of the presl-
dent to ask Benator Gray to reconsider

nis declination,
Mr. Moore set forth that the ques-
tiona that will coms before the come

mission will be of the utmost impor-
tance o this country and took the pos-
itlon that, under the clreamstances,
it was a matter of public duty for the
senator to lay aside all private inter-
eslg and accept the appointment,
Although against his personal in-
clinations Senator Gray finally agreed
tn become one of the commissioners,
He 18 appreciative of the honor shown
him through the president’s tender of
the appointment after he had declined,
The United Btates peace commission
i= now complete. It I8 comprised as
follows: Judge Day, Senators Davis,
Frye and Gray and Whitelaw Reld.
In gelecting Senator Gray, the pres-
fdent has gilven Democrats represen-
tation on the commission, The wup-
pointment probably will necessitate
the retirement of Mr. Gray from the
Anglo-American commission, which is
conducting its gesgions In Canada, as
that commisalon will resume its work
about the time the peace commission-
era sall for Paris,
On forelgn questions Mr. Gray has
been regarded generally as opposced to
expansion, his votes In the sennte hav-

Ing been agninst the annexation of
Hawall.
Senntor Gray s one of the best

known men in public life, having been
n prominent figure In the senate for
the last twelye years, IHe wuas barn
Bt Newcastle, Del, In 1840, and was
graduated from Princeton. He served
at attorney general of Delaware, and
liater was appointed to the senate
when Thomas F. Bayard entered the
first Cleveland cabinet as secretary of
state. Mr, Gray hag been in the son-
ate eontinuously since then, serving
with dlatinction—being one of the ree-
ognized foreces In debate and Iin the
shaping of Important legislation. He

President Penwell Threatens to On-
erate His Mine with Negro anil
Foreign Labor—Miners Will Stay
Out with the Union.

Pana, Il Sept, d—George V., Pon-
well, president of the Penwell min-
ing company, gave notlee (oday thaot

he would open his mine Monday and
would only pay 25 cents per ton; the
prive non unlon negroes are being pald
at the Springside mine. He sald: *1
prefer white miners If they will desert
the union, otherwise I musl operate
the mine with negroes nnd foreign la-
bor."

The miners gay they will not accept
his offer and will not work under the
scale of 38 cents, nelther will they de-
gert the unlon, This means the impor-
tation of several hundred additionnl
negroes and the retention of 200 depu-
ties to guard them,

Captain D. L. Hart
stockholder in the
pany, today gaid:

“We Pana operators are opposod 1o
the unlon as a nationn) body dictating
to us how we shall run our business
and we propose unless they will avcept
our terms Lo put In negroes,”

PRAISING HIS CONDUCT.

He Has Born the Welghty BRe-
sponsibilities and Performed Im-
portant Duties—Resolutions Pass-
ed by Members of the Grand Army
of the Republic at Cincinnati.
Praise for the President.

9.~The G. A, H.

as the vigor and patrlotie order with
which our army and navy were equip-
ped for the conflict when the war he-
came Imminent have won our hearty
and unregerved approval and commens-
dation, and rejoleing in the glorious
termination of the confict in which our
country has been enguged, we hereby
express our gratitude, not only o our

distingulshed comrade, the president,
but mlso to the oMeers and men in
the tand and naval forces for theie

herole conduct and sublime achieve-
ments for humanity and the glory of
our flag and country."”

A# soon as the demonstration follow-
ing the adoption of this resolution was
over, the following was read and adop-
